What the Champion of the World, Be- 


c«ntljr Deceued, llad to Say of Hl> Call- 
ing Aw»j Back In 1880—The Value of m 
Good Horse—I)uo(cri of the "Twister." 


Charles W. Fish, tho baroback ridor, was 


probably tho best known ridor In the world 
nnd held tho championship for yoars, do- 
ing many roinarktiblo feats which the 
younger men in tho profession novor ox- 
called. He was born Mi Philadelphia In 
1889. Ho came of good old stock. 
The 


following Interview with him, published 
In Philadelphia In 1880, will lie Interest- 
ing, especially to circus mon and lovers of 
the tent show: 


"What Is necessary, Mr. Pish, to become 


a flrst class performer!"' 


1' Well, thoro aro a good many things noo- 


ossnry. To climb to the top of the tree— 
or on tho back of the horso, properly—a 
child's training, boy or girl, should begin 
at tho ago of 5 or 0, not later than 7 or 8 
yoars anyhow. The flrst stops are to give 
tho body that elasticity so essential, and 
this is done by praotlclngall kinds of tum- 
bling on tho ground. Somersaults, back- 
ward nnd forward, handsprings or fllpflaps 
—In foot, all that tumblers do In a circus. 
When a boy becomes thoroughly proflclont 
in this sort of thing, tho next stop Is to put 
him on the back of u horso and touch him 
how to keep his balance. Thoro aro two 
ways of doing this to keep a juvenile from 
mastering it at the risk of a broken nock. 
Ono is by tho 'mechanic,' a modern inven- 
tion, by which tho rklor Is held suspended 
In tho air If ho leaves tho horse's back 
while going around tho ring. The other is 
to have a ropo attached to tho boy's waist, 
which passes through a rlug on the side of 
tho pad, tho end bolnghcld by tho teacher. 
As soon as tho boy baglns to topple and Is 
sooa going a strong pull on tho ropo brings 
him up ngalnst tho mdo of tho horso and 
koops him tlioro until ho can clumber back 
again. 


"I liogun riding when I was 9 years old 


nt Spanieling & Honors' old circus In Cin- 
cinnati, In 18-18, but I've boon all over tho 
world since that. No, my family were not 
professional people. I yearned to become 
a rider tho t\rnt time I ever saw a circus, 
llko nlnoty-iiino out of ovory hundred boys 
In Amerlcu. 


"American malo rulers aro tho host In 


tho world, but we look for tho best lady 
ridors in Kuropo. In Kuropo, I have 
known Frenchmen, Englishmen and Span- 
lards to boblllod as tho 'Great American 
Horseman.' Some of Ihcso mon novor saw 
tills side of the Atlantic. There is no rea- 
son why tho ridors there should not bo bet- 
tor than American ridors from tho foot 
that they ore six months In a place at a 
time, and learn to know their ring thor- 
oughly. That is a more Important matter 
than it sooms at first sight. A foot's differ- 
ence makes a very serious matter. The 
ring is usually 42 foot in diameter, and a 
rider counts on that. A single foot larger 
or smaller makes It necessary for the per- 
formers to strike a different angle, inclin- 
ing more inward as the ring gets smaller 
and more perpendicularly if Its dimensions 
aro Increased. Yes, bareback riding is the 
most difficult, of course. A pad rider gen- 
erally requires four or five years' hard 
p'raotioe bareback before ho can be trusted 
for a clean, finished performance. 
STou 


sec, on pad riding a man doesn't hove to 
take into account the horse's backbonn or 
lhe curve of tho back. It is perfectly level 
on a pad, and just so much cosier. A great 
deal depends on the horso. 
" Voluof Well, a first class horse la not 


for solo at any price. You've got to uso a 
horse three or four years before you can de- 
pond upon him with absolute certainty. 
Reputation, living—life Itself — depend 
upon a barobttok rider having under him a 
horse on which he can positively depend to 
Iw just at the right place at the right time.

Now, I'll tell you 
what it Is. There are throe banners held 
very close together. As I ride, with my face 
to the flrst, I jump, pirouette and come 
down ogam face forward, instantly up 
again—for it must bo done In an Instant— 
and half pirouette over tho second, thus 
1 ringing my back to tho horse's head, when 
I again alight, then, quick as a flash, up 
nnd turning a somersault, twist my body 
nround when in the air, so as to reverse 
my position, and when I alight on my feet 
having my head In front, as the horse goes. 
J had praotleod It on tho ground for ten 
years, but on a bareback horse it's a very 
different affair. 
We were in Detroit, and 


among tho audlonco were J. M. French 
and a number of other prominent circus 
men. All wore anxious to see the 'twlst- 
or.' Tho ring was wot and In badcondi- 
1 Ion, and I had only about one-third of tho 
i Irclo to work in. Throe, four, five times 
1 tried it and failed. The sixth time, with 
every nerve strung to Its utmost tension, 
with my teeth firmly set and my hands 
clinched, I was determined to succeed. 
The audience rose almost en masse with 
excitement, and cries of 'Well done, any- 
how! Don't try it again I' maddened me. 
The first stop was all right, so was the 
iioxt, but as I left for the final spring the 
horse stumbled slightly. It was too late. 
I was up In the air and came down with a 
terrific crash, head and shoulders, Just dis- 
locating my elbow. I didn't do the 'twist- 
er1 just then." 


"Ever try it again?" 
"Ob, yes," was thewindlngup sentence

An excellent gas has been made from 


Kuuu Sod Houses. 


Tho farmer cuts the slabs of sod for 


building purposes just as sod is cut for 
transplanting grass. 


The buffalo grass indigenous to the 


western Kansas country grows like a 
thick mat of closely curling tough herbage, 
reminding one of the kinky hair of a 
Guinea negro. The slabs of this sod, about 
15 by 34 inches and 4 inches thick, hold 
together like rolls of thick felt. 


They aro laid in courses like building 


stone iind pressed closely together, and the 
roof in mado of timbers and frequently 
thatch od. The inside is then smoothed 
with the native lime, which makes an ex- 
cellent plaster. 


The ooat of lime is sometimes applied 


outside also, but usually thoso sod houses 
present a natural dun color like the winter 
prairie. In some coses the floor is mode by 
excavating a few feet and then tramping 
the ground solid with horses; otherwise a 
regular wood floor is laid. 


The window and door frames ore fitted 


as in the building stone houses. The sod 
honso contains frequently only one room, 
but some havo two and even three rooms. 
The elements tend to make one mass of 
the soil rather than dissipate and crumble

Plant Growth In Winter. 


Plant life is not dormant during the 


winter when the thermometer is below 
freezing point, as any observer of vegeta- 
tion in winter may note for himself. The 
flowering buds of tho red maple, the dog- 
woods, willows and many other plants, 
scarcely discernible in the axils at the fall 
of the leaf, become so large by spring as to 
bo ready to burst on "a moment's notice," 
and this though the thermometer may 
have been continuously near zero. -Observ- 
ers in the Alpine regions of Europe have 
noted that gentians and similar plants 
will grow and even flower under the 
snow which has enveloped them the whole 
winter through, thawing out by their own 
internal heat little chambers in the pro- 
tecting snow. And the same is recorded of 
the American snow plant, the Sierra Ne- 
vada's Sorcodeo sanguinea. It Is often 
found in full bloom when the snow melts 
away from it and indeed derives its com- 
mon name from this foot. It would thus 
appear that before the laws which deter- 
mine the behavior of plants can be fully 
developed tho physiological conditions of 
plant life will have to be more carefully 
studied and perhaps more weight given to 
the plant's own internal powers than ths 
mere conditions of environment.—Inde- 
pendent.

A HORSE'S TAIL 


An Index to the Hvnlth, Strength ami 


I>L»po«Itj<m of the Animal. 


In well formed homes tho tail should bo 


lining nt tho root, rising high from the 
croup, tho direction of which It follows. 
When this is horizontal, tho tall is grace- 
fully carried, especially when tho hoir,o \* 
moving. 
With powerful, 
good uhnpcd 


hordes It U often carried upward, or even 
ciir.-edover tho back, especially whnn the/ 
l-.or;o is lively. 
Tlio health and strength 


of t ho animal aro, according to popular no- 
tions, Indicated by tho resistance the till 
•jffi'rs to manual interference and by the 
way in which It Is carried. To tome ei- 
tenf also It affords an Indication of the 
hor >e'g disposition. 


A fldgoty hor.se usually has the tall, llko 


tho ears, always in motion. 
Vi'hou about 


to kick, the tail U drawn downward be- 
tweon the lags. 
VIhim tho animal is fa- 


tigued or exhausted, then It is drooping 
and frequently tremulous, and with some 
horses, when galloping, it is swung about 
In a circular manner or lashed from side 
to side. There can scarcely be any doubt 
also that, liko tho tail of birds, it assists 
in tho horse's movements, as when tho an- 
imal Is galloping in a small circle, or rap- 
idly turning round a corner, it in curved 
to tiio Inner side. 


\V ith well bred horses tho hair of tho tnil 


isoomparatuoly t\uo nnd straight and of- 
ten grows to such a length that it reaches 
the ground. Course bred hortes may also 
have tho Imir long, but then it Is usually 
very thick and tirong and more or loss 
friz/ly, though soft and curly hair may oc- 
casionally bo nollood In tho tail of thor- 
oughbred horses. In some horses there is 
a tendency to shedding of the tall hair 
(tlilH, like that of tho mono, tail, forelock, 
fetlocks and some othor parts, is perma- 
nent and not shed at certain seasons, as 
In ot hor regions of the body). Tho horse 
is then wild to bo "raltallfd," and there 
is a |x>pular saying to tho effect that such 
a hoi'BO is novor a bad one. In othorin- 
.etancos tho tail hair falls off, except at tho 
ond of tho dock, whoro it forms a tuft, and 
tho liorw is then "cow tailed," or "mulo 
tailed."—Nineteenth Contury.

It In One at the Oldest Landmarks Stand 


Ing; In Brooklyn. 


Lord Willoughby was one of the most pic 


turesque personages in tho early history o 
the old town of Broueklyn. His mansion 
on tho outskirts of tho townwasagroa 
mooting place for the English landlords o 
tho period. The old structure Is still stand- 
ing on Willoughby street, near Bridge, and 
around this great structure, with groat 
wooden columns, has boon built a city 
which outrivals evon tho wildest dreams 
of the old English landholders. From tho 
veranda of the old mansion Lord Willough- 
fay could look on tho old road or cow path, 
which is now Fulton street, and at tho in- 
tersection of tho Bed Hook lano, near the 
present city hall, he could see tho yokes of 
oxen working in tho fields of hig Dutch 
neighbors. 


Tho mansion of Lord Willoughby Is one 


of tho oldest landmarks In Brooklyn. 
It 


stands facing Willoughby street 
It is a 


musblre looking structure, 75 foot in length 
and extending back at least 50 feet. When 
it was originally constructed, it was sur- 
rounded with outhouses, barns and shods, 
in winch the English lord stored tho vast 
products of tho boil taken from his largo 
farm. 


As property in this neighborhood became 


more vtilimWo tho old farm was out up 
into building lots, and the outhouses of 
tho palatial mansion wore torn down, 
Buildings of modern htylo havo been erect- 
ed around the place, and now tho old struc- 
ture stands alone, a iioblo landmark of old 
Brcuoklyn. 


Tho massive wooden columns in front of 


tho building uro still solid, although plac- 
ed lu position over a century ago. Al- 
though tho interior has boon remodeled, it 
still retains somo of tho features of the old 
colonial houses. Its large and spacious 
halls, high ceilings and square, palatial 
rooms remain 


Tho property, after tlie death of Lord 


Wiiloughby, went to his family, and for 
several generations it was their residence 
Tho march of progress, however, drove the 
Willoughbys to a more congenial place, 
and tho old mansion was s,old —New York 
Recorder.

Thay build a 
corral all about tho dozing serpent with 
them Thesa pieces of cactus bristle with 
thorns as sharp and keen as needles. Whon 
they've got thoir snake corralled, tho two 
road runners arouse him with yells and 
the flappings of their little jim crow wings. 
They revile him and scold him and appear 
to apply all kinds of hard epithets to him.'

THE BARBERS OF NEW YORK. 


Ten Cent Italians Disputing the Field With 


Fifteen Cent Germans. 


In tho gradual substitution of Italian or 


Gorman barber shops tho question of ront 
has cut au important figure. Originally 
tho best barbers in New Xorkwere French- 
men, but they were superseded by Ger- 
mans, who worked at more reasonable 
rates than skilled and experienced French 
barbers were accustomed to exact. The 
Germans hold the field for some years al- 
most undisputed, and then the Italians en- 
tered It as their rivals. Tho Italians offer- 
ed one Inducement to customers which is 
always a strong one and especially in hard 
times—cut rates. They charged 10 instead 
of 16 cents for shaving and 15 instead of 
25 cents for hair cutting, and it was not 
long before they cut into the business of 
the German barbers seriously. At the 
present time the business is protty evenly 
divided between Germans and Italians, 
with the former in charge of the higher 
priced and the latter In control of the 
cheaper shops. 


There has boon ono barrier to the ad- 


vance of the Italians, and that is the ques- 
tion of ront. A landlord charges as much 
for a barber shop to bo used for 10 cent 
shaves as he does for one to be used lor IB 
cent shaves. The Italians who first enter- 
ed the business overcame the difficulty by 
hiring cellars or basements. Of late it 
seems to have become evident to the Ital- 
ian barbers that people do not like to go 
down stairs for tonsorlal service, and they 
have hit upon the expedient of renting sec- 
ond floors. All along the principal streets, 
and especially Third and Sixth avenues, 
may be soon Italian barber shops which 
attract the attention of those who ride in 
the elevated railroad by their colored an- 
nouncements and bright signs. The rent 
of a second floor on a leading New York 
thoroughfare bears usually to the ground 
floor the same relation that a $1 bill does 
to a $5 bill. In other words, the rent of a 
second floor is about one-fifth the rent of a 
ground floor, and as the question of rent 
enters very largely Into the barbers' busi- 
ness this is an advantage which is not to 
be underrated.—New York Sun.
